On January 28, 2003, Deputies [ТЕЙ Dollens were driving their patrol car when the saw а 
female Hispanic standing next to the open door of a parked black Lincoln Navigator. The woman 
was waiving her arms and appeared to be trying to attract the attention of the deputies. Both 
deputies saw two male Blacks, one standing next to the woman and the other near the passenger side 
of the Navigator. When these males saw the patrol car, the ran southbound from the location. 
Believing the males were attempting a carjacking or other robbery, the deputies drove after the 
males and followed them into an alley. One of the males, Dewayne Davenport, pulled a handgun 
from his waistband and fired one round at the deputies. Both deputies ducked behind the dashboard 
and their patrol car swerved, striking a discarded toilet in the alley. The deputies heard two more 
gunshots from Davenport. Both deputies exited their patrol car and exchanged gunfire with 
Davenport. Davenport fell to the ground, and the second male, Anthony Barnett, returned to help 
him. Barnett was also armed with a handgun. Davenport continued to fire at the deputies, and they 
returned fire. Both males fell to the ground in the alley. Davenport was declared dead at the scene 
and Barnett died a short time later at a hospital. An empty Smith and Wesson .45 caliber pistol was 
recovered from Davenport, while a loaded Tec-9 pistol was recovered from Barnett. The original 
female Hispanic later contacted deputies, and it was determined that the suspects did attempt to 
carjack her. 


On January 29, 2004, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee were: 
3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


3-01/025.00, Use of Force, 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 3-01/025 10, 
Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by Deputies апа 
Dollens was reasonable and necessary and іп compliance with Department policy. 
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3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by 
both deputies in this incident were within Department Policy.

On January 28, 2003 at approximately 1700 hours Deputy driver) and Deputy Dollens 
(passenger) were driving their marked patrol car west bound іп the lock of East Compton 
Boulevard. They both saw a female Hispanic ИЕ ПТ next to the open driver’s door 
of a black Lincoln Navigator, which was parked in front of 1818 East Compton Boulevard (El 
Сагтисе] Market). Victi as waving her arms, trying to get the attention of the deputies. 
Both deputies saw two male blacks, one standing next to the victim and the other near the passenger 
side of the vehicle. When the suspects saw the patrol car, they ran west on East Compton Boulevard 
then south on South Bradfield Avenue. Believing the suspects had attempted a carjacking, they 
followed the fleeing suspects in their patrol car. Both deputies said they were unable to broadcast 
their current status because Carson Station was utilizing the radio for a tactical operation. 


The deputies followed the suspects into an eastbound alley off of South Bradfield Avenue. They 
both saw one of the suspects (Davenport) arm himself with a chrome handgun from his waistband. 
Suspect Davenport stopped running and штей towards the deputies. He then fired one round at the 
deputies. Both deputies ducked behind the dash board to take cover. Both deputies heard additional 
gunfire from the suspect as the patrol car swerved, striking a discarded toilet in the alley. The 
deputies exited the patrol car in an effort to return fire. Deputy Dollens and | 
exchanged gunfire with Suspect Davenport. Suspect Davenport fell to the ground and the second 
suspect (Barnett) came back to help him get up. Suspect Davenport continued to fire at the deputies 
as he was getting up. 


Both deputies noticed that Suspect Barnett was also armed with a handgun. The deputies continued 
to return fire and both suspects fell to the ground. Suspect Davenport was pronounced dead at the 
scene and Suspect Barnett was pronounced dead at Matin Luther King, Drew Medical Center. No 
deputies were injured in the incident. An empty Smith and Wesson .45 caliber, semiautomatic pistol 
was recovered from Suspect Davenport and a loaded Tec-9 pistol was recovered from Suspect 
Barnett. 


Lieutenant Gregory Johnson from the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the location. Also 


responding were, Deputy Allan Young from the Force Training Unit and Attorney, Robert Miller 
from the Office of Independent Review.

Suspect Davenport died as a result of several gunshot wounds, listed below.

Suspect Davenport also suffered the following injurics.

It is presumed that Deputy Dollens fired twelve rounds from his service weapon, Beretta 92F (Serial 
| Homicide Investigator, Sergeant Anderson inspected Deputy Dollens’ weapon and 
found it to contain one live round in the chamber and fourteen live rounds in the magazine. Deputy 
Dollens performed a tactical reload during the shooting. He fired one round after the reload. Deputy 
Dollens carries his gun with fifteen rounds in the magazine and one live round in the chamber. His 
gun was taken and released to Senior Criminalist and Firearms Examiner, Manuel Munoz of 
Scientific Services Bureau (Refer to Homicide Book, Exhibit #A, Page #63). 
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WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECTS: 
Davenport, Dewayne 


Suspect Davenport was armed with a Smith and Wesson, .45 caliber, semiautomatic pistol, modet 
#645 and serial number ТАУМЕН Eight fired cartridge cases, fired from his weapon were 
recovered at the scene (Refer to Photograph, Exhibit #1). 


The above handgun was recovered at the scene by Senior Criminalist and Firearms Examiner, 
Manuel Munoz of Scientific Services Bureau (Refer to Homicide Book, Exhibit #A, Page #125).

At approximately 1500 hours Deputy rove their patrol car north on South Pannes Avenue 
and turned west on East Compton Boulevard. Deputy Dollens said, almost immediately after they 
turned onto East Compton Boulevard he saw a black sport utility vehicle parked on the south side 
of East Compton Boulevard, facing east. Deputy Dollens saw that the drivers door was open and 
there was a woman standing next to the open door. He said the woman had her hands up and was 
looking directly at their patrol, yelling at them. Deputy Dollens could not distinguish what she was 
yelling. 


Deputy Dollens then saw a male black in the drivers area of the SUV and another male black 
somewhere near the passengers side. Moments later he saw the male blacks run away from the SUV, 
west on East Compton Boulevard. At this point Deputy Dollens believed he and his partner had just 
interrupted an attempted car jacking by the male black suspects. He said the suspects were running 
“hard” and were “hunched over.” The suspects then ran south on South Bradfield Avenue, then cast 
into the alley just south of East Compton Boulevard. Deputy Dollens said he lost sight of the 
suspects for a “Split second,” when they first entered the alley. He said one of the suspects was 
running ahead of the other. Deputy Dollens said the closest suspect (Davenport) drew a stainless 
steel handgun from his waist band. Suspect Davenport spun around and faced them, he then fired 
one round at them. Deputy Dollens said he ducked to his left behind the dash board and Deputy 

ucked to his left, both attempting to take cover from the gunfire. As they both ducked, 
their patrol car swerved and struck an object in the alley. 
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Deputy Dollens said, while һе was ducked down he heard two additional shots. As the patrol car 
was still rolling, Deputy Dollens exited the passenger side. He said his primary focus was on 
Suspect Davenport, who had shot at them. Prior to exiting the patrol car, Deputy Dollens had drawn 
his duty weapon from its holster. Deputy Dollens said Suspect Davenport was ten to fifteen yards 
from him when he came up from exiting the patrol car. Deputy Dollens fired two to three times at 
Suspect Davenport, who was still shooting at them. Deputy Dollens firmly believed that Suspect 
Davenport was trying to kill them. 


Deputy Dollens then took cover in an alcove to his right (Refer to Photograph, Exhibit #0). He 
peered around the corner of a block wall and returned fire at Suspect Davenport. Deputy Dollens 
noticed that Deputy Т safely exited the patro] car and was also returning fire. He said 
Suspect Davenport fell to the ground but immediately got up and continued to shot at them. Deputy 
Dollens said this occurred a couple of times where Suspect Davenport would appear to trip and fall, 
then get up, turn towards the deputies and shoot at them. When Suspect Davenport fell to the ground 
for the fina] time, the second suspect (Barnett) turned and engage the deputies in gunfire. Deputy 
Dollens said Suspect Barnett came back to help Suspect Davenport get up. As Suspect Barnett was 
helping Suspect Davenport, Deputy Dollens notice he was armed with a “TEC-9" type handgun. 
When Suspect Barnett was assisting Suspect Davenport get up, both suspects fired at the deputies. 
Deputy Dollens said he returned fire and both suspects got up, ran about ten feet and fell to the 
ground. 


Deputy Dollens said there was lull in the gunfire and he moved to the trunk area behind their patrol 
саг. Deputy Dollens then performed a tactical reload as Deput ‘covered both suspects. 
Deputy Dollens saw that Suspect Davenport was still armed with the stainless steel pistol in his right 
hand. Suspect Davenport began to move and Deputy Dollens fired one more round at him. Deputy 
Dollens said he could only see the lower extremities of Suspect Barnett, unable to see if he was still 
armed. 


Deputy Dollens said he got on the radio and interrupted Carson Station who had been utilizing the 
radio for a tactical operation. He said that Carson Station was utilizing the “Patch” before they had 
originally turned onto East Compton Boulevard. Deputy Dollens advised assisting units that they 
had just been involved in a shooting and directed deputies to their location. Approximately one 
minute later, after coordinating responding units, Deputy Dollens requested fire/paramedics.

They were 
transported there, pending the arrival of Homicide Bureau detectives.

Deputy Scally saw that the slide was locked to the rear. Deputies then approached the second 
suspect, Deputy Scally saw a black “Tec-9" pistol lying on the sidewalk, approximately three feet 
from the suspects head. After the weapons were secured paramedics began rendering first aid to the 
suspects.

At approximately 1700 hours, they responded to the 
alley behind 1818 East Compton Boulevard, regarding a “Deputy Involved Shooting.” Upn arriving 
at the scene, Deputy Leonard saw two male blacks lying on the ground, face down in the alley, just 
west of South Pannes Avenue. Deputy Leonard said one of the suspects had a chrome steel handgun 
in his right hand, near his hip. The second suspect had both hands under his torso. He said Compton 
deputies approached and disarmed the suspects. Deputy Leonard then saw paramedics approach the 
suspects and begin rendering medical attention. 


Deputy Montoya, Frank 


The following statement is summarized from the supplemental report submitted by Deputy Montoya

He watched as the car then 
turned into an alley. After the patrol car entered the alley, he heard the screeching of саг 
tires followed by the sound of gunshots. He continued on Compton Boulevard until he 
came to a break between the buildings to his right. As he looked toward the alley he saw 
"3 or 4" male blacks running eastbound. All of the men were armed and were shooting 
back toward the west. Мг ould not see the patrol car, but assumed that the 
deputies were the intended targets of the armed men he was watching Не said that two 
of the men stopped running and faced toward the deputies. Mr said that it 
appeared that the men were not interested in getting away and were carefully aiming at 
their target. He drove away because he did not want у sng Mr 

aid that he drove several blocks to the east and then returned to Bradfield 
Avenue. At that time he saw the deputies pointing their guns at two men who were lying 
on the ground 


Davenport was firing a Smith & Wesson 45 caliber semi-automatic handgun which was 
removed from his right hand as he lay in the alley after the gunfight. Barnett's Intratec 
Tec-9mm pistol was recovered from underneath his body. Both deputies were firing their 
department issued 9mm Baretta firearms. Investigation revealed that the patrol unit was 
struck twice either prior to or during the gunfight Investigators also located two bullet 
impact marks, one in the exterior wall and the other in the garage overhang, near the 
alcove where Deputy Dollens had taken cover One bullet impact mark was also located 
іп an alley wall directly behind the location that Deput И during the 
shooting 


On January 31, 2003, Los Angeles County Deputy Medical Examiner Stephen Scholtz, 

M D ,„ performed an autopsy on the body of Dewayne Davenport. He ascribed 
Davenport's cause of death as multiple gunshot wounds. Davenport suffered four wounds 
- one each to his right upper back, head, right thigh and right middle finger. On January 
31, 2003, Los Angeles County Deputy Medical Examiner Solomon L. Riley, M.D., 
performed an autopsy on the body of Anthony Barnett He determined that a single 
gunshot wound to the chest caused Barnett's death

California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another if 
it reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of 
another actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily

In protecting himself or another. a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent

CONCLUSION 


The evidence gathered in this investigation shows that Dewayne Davenport and Anthony 
Barnett, both armed with semi-automatic handguns, attempted a daylight carjacking of 

assaulting she and her intent БЕ: the ргосеѕѕ That attempt was 
thwarted by the appearance of Deputies Allen Dollens and After 
noticing the deputies, Davenport and Barnett fled into a nearby alley pursued by Deputies 
Dollens and Upon entering the alley, the deputies were confronted with 
Davenport standing in the alley facing them with his gun drawn 


Before they were able to stop their car, Davenport began firing upon them. Davenport's 
homicidal intent manifested itself when, after the deputies exited their car and returned 
fire, he stood his ground while shooting in their direction Barnett, as well, refused to 
retreat, drew his own gun and fired on the deputies. The close proximity of the bullet 
impact marks to the deputies’ positions of cover evidence Davenport's and Barnett's intent 
to take their lives The sole civilian witness to the soo A < the 
investigators that both men stopped and appeared to take careful aim at their targets 
during the gunfight 


There is no question that Davenport and Barnett intended to го g the 
vehicle that she, her infam а: АЫ ccupied They made it clear that 
they were prepared to use force to do so. Moreover, they threatened to kidnap the 

if Ms ЕЕ not quickly accede to their demands. Likewise, it is abundantly 
clear that, with an avenue of possible escape waiting for them at the end of the alley, 
Davenport and Barnett intended to stand their ground in an attempt to take the lives of 
two Sheriff's deputies When Deputies Dollens АТ 6 their guns and returned 
fire, they did so in lawful defense of their hives 
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It is the conclusion of this office that Deputies Dollens orf es in lawful self- 
defense and lawful defense of others when they shot Dewayne Davenport and Anthony 
Barnett. We are closing our file and will take no further action on this matter.
